St. Petersburg, May 1 8 —Sitting un­ 
til long after 2 o’clock Friday morning, 
the lower house of the national par 
llament 
set 
its seal upon 
its first 
great work, the adoption of the ad­ 
dress In reply to the speech from the 
throne, setting forth 
the alms and 
aspirations of Russia’s millions. 
Despite attacks both from the Right 
and from the Left, the leaders of tho 
Constitutional Democrats held their 
followers together to the 
last, and 
the address was adopted substantially 
In the form in which it was proposed 
by the commission and as already tele­ 
graphed abroad. 
Tho amendments adopted Wednes­ 
day and Thursday 
affect Important 
details hut do not change the general 
tenor of the document, which, extreme 
as it may be in the 
eyes of the au­ 
tocracy, falls far short of the expec­ 
tations 
of the radicals. 
Time 
after 
time during the long three days of de- 
bate the extremists, with their undy­ 
ing hatred of the whole ancient order, 
launched their fiery attacks against 
the “mildness’ 
of the various para­ 
graphs, 
only to 
break against 
the 
firmness of the restraint of the chiefs 
of the party. 
When 
the discussion 
had been finished, the deputies, with 
the exhortations of the 
country to 
speedy action ringing in their ears, 
ventured no further delay and, though 
they had been already in session four 
teen 
hours, 
took a recess 
until 
2 
o’clock Friday morning 
for reading 
and adoption of the final draft of the 
address Instead 
of postponing 
this 
formality. 


Demand for Amnesty. 


As if running a race to see which 
should bo the first to present to Em­ 
peror Nicholas a demand for amnesty, 
the council of the empire also was in 
session well into the early morning 
hours, discussing its address in reply 
to the speech from the throne. 
Thi 
document, which 
is far simpler and 
more conservative than 
that of the 
lower 
house, 
proposes an 
amnesty 
which 
does not 
include those 
who 
coupled with political offenses, mur­ 
der or violation of property rights— 
in other words, political assassins— 
or participants in a g ra ria n excesses. 
The 
lower 
house’s 
demand 
for 
amnesty, the kernel and most press­ 
ing point iii its address, was altered 
at the last moment by the commission 
itself, which in response to critisisin 
of i ml pf! ii i t e n e s 
in the 
expression 
“full 
political am nesty” 
substituted 
“am nesty 
for all crimes 
committed 
from religious or political motives as 
well as agrarian offenses.” 
The com­ 
m ittee also accepted a newr clause to 
meet the wishes of the discontented 
in the army and navy asking the em­ 
peror 
to revise 
the conditions 
of 
service on the basis of right and jus­ 
tice. 
Most of the other am endm ents pro­ 
posed in the closing hours of the de­ 
bate fell by the wayside, only one out 
of thirty-one proposed 
alterations of 
the agrarian paragraph, for example, 
being 
accepted. 
The discussion 
of 
this plan 
lasted four hours, 
prac­ 
tically every peasant in the house tak­ 
ing* the rostrum to voice the demands 
of their 
constituents for 
“land and 
liberty.”

Foil 
Attempt to 
Loot 
Sub-Treasury 
in San Francisco. 
Pan Francisco, May 18.—A daring a t­ 
tempt to loot the United States sub­ 
treasury, located on Commercial and 
Kearney streets, was foiled at night 
by sollders from Company 
G of the 
Eleventh infantry. 
The soldiers were 
detailed to guard “Uncle Sam’s” treas­ 
ure box and 
they claim 
that their 
fire was returned by 
the men who 
were attempting to loot the safes in 
the building. 
Six men from Company G were de­ 
tailed to guard the treasury Wednes­ 
day night, three men being located on 
either side of the place. 
At 11:30 o’clock the men stationed 
on the Commercial street side say 
they 
noticed a man 
attem pting to 
reach the entrance 
to the building. 
He was ordered to hi iff. but instead, 
started 
to run. whereupon 
a guard 
tired at him. 
The bullet did not take 
effect and two of 
the guards gave 
chase, leaving their one companion 
behind. 
Almost immediately the sol­ 
diers on the Clay street 
side began 
firing and the one guard on Commer­ 
cial street says he saw' four men run 
to the windows of tile upper story of 
the treasury 
building. 
Guard Ham 
mon was on Commercial street and he 
says he Immediately opened fire and 
the forms in the window replied with 
shots 
from their 
revolvers. 
Fully 
thirty shots were 
exchanged In the 
fray, some of the bullets striking the 
wall of the building on the north side 
of Commercial street. 
The men were 
later seen to come 
down the stairs, 
but were not again heard of. 
Attracted by the noise of the bat­ 
tle, Detective Sergeant Taylor headed 
a detail of police and commenced a 
search for the would be looters. 
He 
was aided in this work by the nation­ 
al guards who are stationed at Ports­ 
mouth square. 
The soldiers and po­ 
lice 
carried lanterns 
and 
stopped 
every person whom they met in me 
district but all were able to give a 
satisfactory account of themselves.

When asked it he had a n y knowl­ 
edge of rebating by the railroad com­ 
pany he said that since the retirem ent 
of W. H. Joyce, general traffic m ana­ 
ger of tho Pennsylvania railroad, there 
had been no rebating so far as he 
knew.

VS. COATES IS ON 


Suit for Five Thousand Dollars 


Damage 
Brought 
Against

FOR DEATH OF MR. MERRILL 


Outgrowth of the Assault on Old 


Man by Leon Rafidal Some 


Months Ago 


Probably the most interesting cnse on 
tho civil calendar this term 
is now on 
for trial. 
It is the case brought bv 
Ellen Yu Merrill, as administratrix of 
the estate of Truman D. Merrill, deceas­ 
ed, against John Coates, doing business 
as the John Coates Liquor Co. 
This is 
a suit brought to recover 85,000 dam ­ 
ages for tho wrongful killing of Mr. 
Merrill by Leon Ratidal, bartender for 
the Coates Liquor company in the sa­ 
loon at tho corner of Fifth and Laurel 
street in the Gardner block, a few 
months ago. 
The story of the assault upon the old 
man, his being dragged to the back 
door and left there, his subsequent find­ 
ing by the police and his death in the 
lockup tho next morning aro too fresh 
in the memories of Brainerd people to 
need repeating. 
The trial of Rafidal on 
tho charge of manslaughter and his ac­ 
quittal followed and now the widow of 
Mr. Merrill has brought suit to recover 
damages in the full amount allowed by 
the statute for his death. 
The case is 
handled by Geo. N. Peterson, an attor­ 


n e y from Mrs. Merrill’s home, and A. I). 
Bolk for the plaintiff, while tho inter­ 
ests of tho John Coates Liquor com­ 
pany are in tho hands of M. E. 
Ryan, 
who so ably defended Ratidal. 
The case came on for trial about IO 
o’clock 
this 
forenoon. 
Considerable 
difficulty is expected in securing a jury 
and it is thought that it will take at 
least two ilays to try the case if it goes 
to the jury. 
Tho case of Chamberlain vs. Gordon 
came to an abrupt end this forenoon. 
That part of the complaint seeking to 
recover for services was dismissed and 
judgment rendered for the full amount 
of the claim for money advanced.

olution of the case was by 
common 
consent. 
In the case of Monheitner vs. Pratt, 
settlem ent of which was noted Thurs­ 
day, judgment was given against X. S. 
Pratt for 61 Id, no service having been 
had on G. M. Pratt.
